PREFATORY  NOTE 


INTEREST  in  the  present  sale  will  centre  around  a  number  of  historical 
items,  whose  importance  and  value  are  greatly  enhanced  by  their  asso- 
ciation with  outstanding  figures  in  American  history.  Numbers  122- 
130  comprise  what  have  been  termed  in  the  catalogue  the  Jonathan  Trum- 
bull— Benjamin  Silliman  heirlooms.  These  include  a  portrait  of  Governor 
'Brother  Jonathan'  Trumbull  and  his  wife,  Faith  Robinson,  painted  by  John 
Trumbull;  a  portrait  of  Governor  Jonathan  Trumbull  II  by  W.  Hunt; 
several  chairs  and  other  pieces  of  furniture,  all  of  which  have  been  handed 
down  in  the  Silliman  family  of  Connecticut,  three  members  of  which  were 
successive  professors  at  Yale  and  one  of  whom,  Benjamin  Silliman,  married 
Harriet  Trumbull  and  so  acquired  this  furniture  which  had  come  down  in 
the  Trumbull  family. 

A  set  of  six  Sheraton  mahogany  chairs  [No.  132]  can  be  traced 
through  successive  ownerships  to  Thomas  Paine,  the  celebrated  author  and 
patriot  of  the  Revolution,  who  gave  the  chairs  with  other  things  to  his 
namesake,  Thomas  Paine  Bonneville,  as  a  sequel  to  a  friendship  formed  with 
the  boy's  father  during  the  patriot's  confinement  as  a  Girondist  prisoner  in 
Paris. 

Associated  with  Capt.  Stow,  a  Revolutionary  hero,  is  the  Chippendale 
claw-and-ball  foot  chair  [No.  131],  and  the  Pilgrim  arm  rocker  [No.  130] 
has  come  down  from  General  Gold  Selleck  Silliman,  the  husband  of  Mary 
Noyes  Silliman,  who  served  as  an  officer  of  militia  in  Washington's  army. 

A  Chippendale  mahogany  tripod  table  [No.  178]  has  descended  in  the 
family  of  John  Greenleaf  Whittier  and  was  used  by  the  poet  during  the 
years  he  was  at  Oak  Knoll  as  a  member  of  the  Granthon  family. 

The  Trumbull — Silliman  autographs  and  manuscripts  will  be  sold  at 
these  galleries  later  in  the  season.

Note:  The  clock  is  said  to  have  been  presented  by  France  to  Thomas  Butler 
at  New  Orleans  in  1803  for  services  rendered  in  facilitating  the  Louisiana  transfer. 
Thomas  Butler  (1754-1805),  a  soldier  of  considerable  renown,  received  at  Brandy- 
wine  in  1777  the  thanks  of  Washington  on  the  field  for  intrepidity  in  rallying  a 
retreating  detachment.  (Appleton,  Encyclopedia  of  American  Biography,  page 
480).    He  died  at  New  Orleans  in  1805. 

The  clock  is  said  to  have  been  given  by  one  of  Thomas  Butler's  descendants 
to  Colonel  Ernest  Miltenherger  of  New  Orleans,  who  was  "one  of  the  principle 
actors"  in  the  mission  to  France  and  to  Napoleon  III  in  the  year  1864.  (Fortier, 
History  of  Louisiana,  vol.  3,  page  60,  and  vol.  4,  page  59.)  It  was  inherited  from 
Colonel  Miltenherger  by  his  granddaughter,  Comtesse  d'Hautpoul,  the  present 
owner.  According  to  family  tradition,  Butler  was  related  to  the  Washington 
family.

It  depicts  the  first  Governor 
of  the  state  of  Connecticut  in  costume  and  wig,  somewhat  antiquated  for  the 
period,  and  his  wife,  Faith  Robinson,  who  was  descended  from  John  and  Priscilla 
Alden. 

Trumbull,  in  his  Autobiography  Reminiscences  and  Letters,  p.  60,  says  of 
this  portrait,  'Portraits  of  my  father  and  mother,  heads  in  oval  spaces,  surrounded 
by  ornamental  work,  from  Houbraken's  head — Justice  and  Piety,  etc. ;  in  possession 
of  Prof.  Silliman'.  The  Professor  Silliman  referred  to  is  Benjamin  Silliman,  who 
arranged  with  Trumbull  the  placing  of  his  portraits  in  the  Gallery  at  Yale  under 
contract  for  $1,000  a  year  for  the  artist.  Benjamin  Silliman  married  Harriet 
Trumbull  in  1809.  Thus  this  portrait  and  other  items  came  into  the  Silliman 
family  and  were  handed  down  through  successive  generations  until  recently 
acquired  by  the  present  owner.

Note:  This  set  of  six  chairs  is  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  dated  May  31, 
1900,  which  outlines  their  history  as  follows:  Thomas  Paine,  on  his  release  from 
prison  in  Paris  through  the  mediation  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  made  the  acquaintance 
of  Capt.  Nathan  Haley  and  came  to  reside  at  his  residence  at  Mystic,  Conn. 
The  chairs,  together  with  other  furnishings,  were  donated  by  Paine  to  his  name- 
sake, Thomas  Paine  Bonneville,  and  afterwards  became  part  of  the  furnishings  of 
the  Haley  homestead  at  Mystic;  they  then  passed  into  the  possession  of  Mrs. 
Hannah  Haley  Woodward,  and  from  her  into  the  ownership  of  John  Ledyard 
Denison,  the  author  of  the  affidavit  which  will  be  given  to  the  purchaser.
